THE JUDGE DECLINES. 


Judge Barman Yerkes has written a 


letter to Wellington fl. Rosenberry, chair- 
man of the Democratic County Commit- 
tee of Montgomery county. 
In some 


mysterious manner transcripts of the cor- 
respondence 
Immediately got into the 


hands of all the daily papers and a tremb- 
ling and affrighted public was put at ease 
—Judge Yerkes will not be a candidate 
for Congress nor for Governor, either. 
The reasons for thrusting 
aside 
the 


suggested honors are that in the first in- 
stance the position Is not commensurate 
with the 
dignity which 
envelops the 


learned Judge of the Court of Common 
Pleas of Bucks county. In the second, 
the Judge has not faith in the great Dem- 
ocratic State leader's prediction that he, 
Yerkes, could be elected if nominated. In 
his letter Judge Yerkes announced that be 
could not entertain the proposition that 
he become the party's candidate for Con- 
gress. He said: 


While I appreciate'the great debt I owe 


my friends in Bucks and^ Montgomery for 
their generous support last year, I have 
not been, am not, and cannot be, a candi- 
date for Congress. I have no desire for 
the office, which, under the present parli- 
amentary rules submitted to by members, 
has become reduced to little more than a 
clerkship to 
candidates for office and 


others. 


Besides, I entertain n repugnance to an 


occupant of the bench seeking a political 
office while remaining there. 
Therefore, 


if a candidate, I would promptly resign 
my present position. 


Considering the existing political con- 


ditions, it would not be just to those here, 
of all parties, who have been so uniformly 
partial and kind to me, over a period of 
more than thirty years, and to whom I 
owe so much, that I should be instru- 
mental in preoipitating them into an un- 
expected contest over the election or ap- 
pointment of my successor, with the prob- 
ability that factional feeling and advant- 
ages might determine the issue in which 
great interests and grave consequences 
would bo involved. 


With such reasons confronting me, I 


would belittle the office I hold by consid- 
ering the acceptance of the minor posi- 
tion, now shorn of so muchot its influence 
and dignity due to the abdication of the 
Representatives' rights in favor of the 
power of the Speaker of tho House. You 
will therefore oblige me by saying to my 
friends that it is useless to consider me as 
a candidate. 


The Judge'* letter sounds much like 


one of his charges to the Grand Jury, 
thrown out for genera] indigestion. It is 
a shame, a measly shame, that the seats 
in Congress made famous by-Clay, Web- 
ster, Carlisle, Crisp, Randall, Blaine, Gar- 
fiold and McKinley, and prepetuated in 
honor and distinction by men whose force 
of character and mental equipment have 
fully sustained the dignity of the Con- 
grrse of the United States, are not con- 
sidered to be clothed with sufficient dig- 
nity to meet the requirements of the 
President Judge ot the Bucks county 
courts;

Since Bishop Leightan Coleman, of 


Delaware, ceased to have any connection 
> 


w th the Society of the Atonement, the 
headquarters of which are at Qraymoro, 
N. J., and disowned the Episcopal Monks, 
those Episcojpalions who insist upon the 
word "Catholic" and resent the term 
"Protestant" have been considerably agi- 
tated over the matter. As we learn from 
the Philadelphia Bulletin the Society of 
the Atonement has for its minister general 
Father Paul James Francis, about forty 
years old. 
He spoke a few months ago in 


St. Barnabas's Church, "Brooklyn, and 
there advocated recognition by Episcopal- 
ians of the authority of the Pope. He 
was formerly in the Order of the Holy 
Cross at Westminster, Md., the head of 
which is tho Rev. J. O. 0. Huntington, 
son of Biehop Huntington, of Central New 
York. 


He founded, about three years ago, what 


he calls St. Paul's Friary. It is on the 
side ol a mountain, which has been 
named Mount ot the Atonement, and on 
the other side is a convent, in which are 
boused the Sisters of the Second Order of 
the si o ety. 
There are four members of 


the male 
society and twelve sisters. 


A few weeks ago a new member was taken 
into the first society who is said to have 
been a Hebrew. There is a Third Order, 
members of which are clergy and laymen, 
and these supply the funds to support the 
other orders. 


The aim is ty> educate workers, male 


and female, for "Catholic" 
parishes. 


The rules and dress are the same as the 
Catholic Order of St, Francis. As for rit- 
ual, that is said to be too advanced for 
Catholics. 


"Father Francis," said a well Informed 


"Catholic," is a most earnest and excel- 
lent man, but like many monks he is en- 
thusiastic and often blunt in his state- 
ments. 
His position of regarding recog- 


nition of the claims of the Pope is not 
very different from the position of many 
Catholics. 
The position of Catholics is 


not that the Pope is right in all things, 
but that as a step toward Christian unity 
the claim of the Pope must first be recog- 
nized. 
Then there will be union, and 


then can come that common action toward 
progress that may perhaps be needed."

Order of the Society of the Atonement is 
called Mother General, and her name is 
Lurana Mary Francis.

The Kansas Republicans, in their state 


convention, framed a good platform and 
pat np a strong ticket. The pi atform ap- 
plaud* the retention of the Philippines, 
and makes an orthodox deliverance on all 
issue*, W. J. Bailey, the candidate for 
governor, and 0. F. Scott, the nominee 
for congressman at large, show the quality 
of the ticket which was put up. Kansas 
has quit it* political errors. It gave a 
plurality of 23,000 for McKinley and 
Rooeevelt in 1900, and has elected a Re- 
publican to the governorship in two suc- 
ceativ* canvasses. An old-time Republi- 
can Tally may be expected in the Sun- 
flower state In 1902.

ever supposed it had, and that the boys in

100 uien will cause a revision in some of

.he way, Mr. Bryan's military occupation

Spain, does not yet seem to have materi- 
alized.

will Be returned it the cost of the British 
government,and none will be punished un- 
less for violation of tbe rules of war. 
The 


main concession of the Boers is the recog- 
nition of the sovereignty of King Edward. 
They are promised self-government, under 
this limitation, as soon as it is practic- 
able. The colonial rebels will at least not 
be visited with capital punishment, These 
terms are the beet the Boers could reason 
ably expect, and they are wise not to pro 
long a war that, in spite Jof temporary 
successes, would lead to their own exter- 
mination.

We fail to see why the doctors have the 


right to make promises for the Board of 
Health to fulfill. 
In conclusion, if Mr*. 


Stewart i» compensated for her loss, we

Tbe premises were qnar- 
rntined by the Board of Health on Mon- 
day, 


There has not been a single case of 


smallpox in Bristol wherein tbe patient 
had been recently vaccinated. 
Every 


person has It within their power to render 
themselves Immune from tbe disease and 
it seems like criminality for anyone to ig- 
nore the common and simple precaution 
which, if generally adopted, would, with- 
out doubt, stamp out the disease. 


Successful Three Yean' Psttorste. 
During the three years ;ust closed of

President Roosevelt's remarks in his 


Arlington 
address on the cruelty of 


lynchers in the United States were so gen- 
eral in nature that the Democratic outcry 
on the-subject is something of a surprise. 
The President mentioned no section, and 
if offense is taken by any particular part 
of the country it must ba for reasons not 
creditable to itself. 
"From time to 


time," said the President, "there occur 
In our country, to the deep and lasting 
shame of our people, lynchlngs carried on 
under circumstances of inhuman cruelty 
and barbarity—a cruelty infinitely worse 
than any that has ever been committed by 
our troops in the Philippines; worse to 
the victims and far more brutalizing to 
those guilty of it." Is not that statement 
true? Who can venture to dispute it in 
the light of-facts perfectly well known? 
As the assertion is known to be accurate, 
the point of objection must be that a re- 
ference to the matter in a public oration 
Is improper or that the localities wbere 
lynching is most common hold it to be 
wrong to mention their misdeeds. But 
the masses of the people applaud the 
President's utterance as wise and timely, 
as well as appropriate. 
It touches a di- 


seased spot in certain states, but that is 
the 
business of sound and courageous 


statesmanship. '

260 school houses, with 346 rooms in all, 
and with seating accommodations for 16,- 
560 scholars. 
Only four rooms are said

During the year three new school houses 


have been built, making a total 223 good 
school buildings in the county. Of the 
total number of rooms 383 have suitable 
furniture. 
Three rooms were supplied 


with furniture during tbe year. 


There are 336 schools, of which 163 are 


graded.

The higher branches are taught in 176 of 
them. 


Fourteen public examinations were held

not a single one met hi* death through an 
accident to a train. And it speak* elo- 
quently of the arrangements for the com- 
panies, the care and skill of their servants 
and the soundness ot their material that

tOMt AO TIVC AID EXTINCT 


VOLCANOES. 


The terrible holocaust which has devas- 


tated tho'lslands of St. Vincent and Mar- 
tinique takes rank in it» appalling signifi- 
cance with the most (rightful disasters of 
history. T here was time to escape from 
llerculancum and I'ompoii, but never so 
far as known has an entire community 
l«en wiped out of oilstonce on tho instant 
la the manner illustrated in the southern 
islands of Great Britian and Franco. Any- 
one who has studied tho sun spots and 
noted the •vast outward rushes of flory gus 
or material from tho surface of the aun, 
projected thousands of miles into space, 
can Imagine that at St. Pierre something 
nf the kind,* on an infinitesimal scale, had 
happened. The fact that the vcclano of 
1'elco had boon "dead" for Hty years 
nhows that there Is an element of uncer- 
tainty about these splendid mouments to 
I he hidden powers of the earth and sug- 
gests that tlioso who insist upon living on 
the slopes of other "dead" or sleeping 
volcanoes, o* Vesuvius, are acting with 
open eyes and taking the chance ol death. 


Tho Onited States, or that portion In' 


eluded in the continent proper, is com- 
paratively free 
from such menaces ~to 


human life, yet there are many localities 
which show that the volcano has been in 
t ho past an active factor In the country. 
In Mexico the traveler passe" a number 
i>f old volcano ounce, and miles of tho 
country are covered with lava which run 
in fiery flood over the valleys, devastating 
t lie land. This is pointed out as the flow 
of an extinct volcano, and there Is no 
legend or history to tell when it occurred. 
As a matter of convenience, an extinct 
volcano is one which has not displayed 
nay activity for one hundred years, but 
this is no guarantee that it is not liable to 
ruawakon. The people who died at Her- 
calaneum had been taughl to believe that 
Vesuvius was an extinct volcano. 


Volumes have been written about vol- 


cimoes and their causes, but in point of 
fnct, very little is known about them be- 
yond what we see. In tho eighteenth 
rontury Humbolt tells us "226 volcanoes 
erupted," and this 1s known to bo far be- 
low the actual number, and doubtless the 
"extinct" volcano is merely dormant. 
JCtna, which towers 11,000 feet into tho 
nlr and has a circumference of about 100 
miles, has boon active periodically for 
thousands of years—800,000 at 
least. 


For the past two thousand years it fias 
had eruptions about four times a century, 
or every twenty-live years. Etna is u 
typical periodic volca.io; while Stromboli 
IH an example of continued mild eruptions. 
The photographs of tho moon exhibit a 
rrmarknble sta'e of ancient vojcanic erup- 
tion, tho face of tho moon having the ap- 
pearance of a pepper box, and doubtless 
from a great height the earth or certain 
unctions would have a similar appearance, 
u» volcanoes, ancient and modern, are 
more common than generally supposed. 
Tho Pacific Ocean, especially in the equa- 
torial region, Is dotted with them. The 
following groups are conspicuous voloanio 
cnntros: the Society group, Marquesas, 
Navigator, Fcojees, Friendly Islands, New 
1 (jgbridos and Ladrones. 
Many of these 


nro active, as Tauna and Ambrym in New 
J lebrldes, Tnfoa and Amargnra in Friend- 
ly Islands, Tinakora In tho Santa Cruz 1s- 
limds. 
Monn Loa, 18,7(10 feet high, is 


one of the splendid active volcanoes of tho 
world, ns well as Mt. Hualalui, 10,000 
feet, while Mount Eea also, on tho Ha- 
waiian Islands, is now supposed to bo ex- 
tinct. At least ten ot the islands, includ- 
ing Martinique, representing the West 
] ndla group, ore volcanic and bear vol- 
cnnoes. In tho Mediterranean country 
we have Vesuvius, the volcanoes of Sicily 
u nd others in Spain, France, Germany, 
etc., formerly more or loss active. Neur 
(Iroece there are five volcanic Islands. 
Mt Ararat, Ki,!l50 feet, is an ancient vol- 
cnno, and along tho Red Sea are many 
volcanic cones. Passing on to Java we 
find fifty volcanoes twenty-five of which 
lire active, and the same is true more or 
Ii §8, of Sumatra and Borneo. About the 
lntter over one hundred make life stren- 
uous among the small islands. Mudagas- 
cnr, Mauritius, tho Isle of Bourbon, and 
Comoro Islaid •, all have volcanoes, and 
nn we approach the South Pole tho smoke 
of Erebus and Terror suggests voloanio ac- 
tivity. 
Africa is not particularly famous 


In this respect, but the Bight of Benin 
nnd the various Islands are volcanic. St. 
Helena, the Canaries, and Cape Verde, 
Madeira, Iceland and the Azores are 
virtual volcanoes more or less ancient 


With the Phlllplncs we have acquired 


fifteen or twenty volcanoej. Patagonia 
has Its volcanoes; Ohili can boast of 
thirty-two, Aconcagua being 23,000 feet 
in height, and there are a dozen in Peru 
ami Bolivia. Quito is surrounded by 
nearly twenty volcanoes, none of which 
nru under 12,000 feet, Cotopaxi (19,060) 


- being the center of interest. Coming up 


the coast the volcano seeker will find 
nearly forty in Central America, and in 
Mexico a number, large and small, 


The volcanoes of America or of the 


t'nlted States, are of especial interest and 
thny are found in the Western country, aa 
a rule west of the Rooky Mountains. One 
of the most beautiful of these is Mt. 
Shasta, 14,410 feet high, which rears its 
miissive twin cones in Northern Califor- 
nia. Mt Helena in Oregon, 12,600 feet 
In height, Is a majestic volcanic peak, and 
Mt. Hood, 11,225 feet has a world-wide 
fume-for Its beauties, little thought being 
given to its activity In the early geologi- 
onl history of the continent Other fom- 
OIIH peaks are Mt. Jefferson, Mt. Adams, 
tit. Ranier, Mt. Baker and Mt Labsen. 


In the Aleutian chain there are twenty 


Isliinds with volcanoes. Eamtchatka has 
fifteen or trenty, the Kurile Islands 
thirteen, and the Japan group twenty- 
four. In a word, the world la fairly 
dotted with volcanoes more or less notable 
for their activity in ancient or modern 
times. The catastrophe of Mt Pelee 
on I la to mind other famous eruptions. 
The extinct volcano of Maul, 10,317 feet 
hi KB, not many centuries ago emitled a 
rivor of lava two miles wide. In 1779 
Vesuvius towed cinders 10,000 feet into 
tho air, 
During the time of Christ Ve- 


suvius was extinct; oven its crater was 
covered with verdure and its slopes to tho 
summit with vines and trees; then Pom- 
peii was destroyed and one thousand years 
pnssed In silence until 1086, when an 
eruption occurred. In 1631 towns about 
the base were destroyed, and it is known 
that the out-breaks have increased in 
volume and violence in time; yet people 
still live on tho slopes, inviting the fate 
which U almost certain to come in some 
later generation. 


In 1615 Tomboro on the island of 


Sumbawa erupted, causing a panic in the 
Javanese group. Herschel estimated that 
the aahes if collected would have made a 
•olid mass three times the size of Mont 
Blanc. For days utter darkness hung 
aver the island and explosions were beard 
in Ceylon, nearly one .thousand miles 
distant In 1783 Mt. Reykjanes threw 
out a mats of lava equivalent to twanty- 
ono cnbio miles. Perhaps the most re- 
markable flow waa that of Kllanea, one of 
ou* own possessions, which in 1840 ejected 
a river of lava forty miles long; If collect- j 
ed It was estimated that it would have j 
covored a square mile eight hundred feet 
In depth. The roar of the volcano of 
Oosvqnina, Nicaragua, in 1835, was heard 
•t Jamaica, eight hundred miles north- 
east. That of St. Vincent In 1812 was 
heard on the llanos of Caracas. The 
volcano of Souflrlero at St. Vincent, now 
devastating the Island, and supposed for 
jrenra to be extinct, baa many times 
wrecked portions of the island, the erup- 
tion of 1718 and 1812 being particularly 
terrible. The latter has been remem- 
bered aa "Black Sunday." The inhabi- 
tants of Barbndoes thought that the fleets
